John- 
son after a committee of cotton 
men elected to supervise operation 
of the industry’s code have made 
recommendations. Not only that, 
but no mill owner may increase his 
productive machinery without such 
approval. 

Johnson approved regulations to 
this effect yesterday while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisers 
worked hours over price policies 
for retail stores. The President’s 
decision on the retail code issue was 
not expected before tomorrow. 

The new rule for the cotton in- 
dustry, for solong as the code con- 
tinues and the President approves, 
requires, in exact language, an ad- 
ministrator’s certificate “prior to 
installation of additional productive 
machinery by persons engaged or 
engaging in the cotton textile in- 
dustry.” 

Officials interpret the regulation 
as closing cotton textiles to new- 
comers except through the purchase 
of existing interests, and says it 
means production may be kept to 
market demand. 

The only thing yet done that com- 
pares with the sweeping mastery of 
the new act is the production allo- 
cation established by the Federal 
Government over the oil industry.

more money which in itself is has-* 
tening the downfall of everyone 
who borrows under present condi- 
tions.” $ 

Urges Inflation Steps.

He indorsed Senator George W.

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CITY 10 USE NEW TAX 
COLLECTION METHODS 


Newspaper Advertisements to 
Replace Cards Previously 
Sent to Property Owners. 


New methods of collecting the tax 
bills of this year-end were an- 
nounced today by Collector Koeln’s 


office, as it received a part of the 
tax bills from the Comptroller. 
Th postal cards formerly sent to 
taxpayers in November, notifying 
them of the amount of their real 
estate and personal taxes due, will 
not be sent out this year. News 
paper advertisements, notifying 
taxpayers as to means for getting 
their bills, will take the place of 
the cards. Taxpayers will be asked 
to write to the Collector, giving the 
description of their property, and 
stating in what month they wish to 
make payment; the bills will then 
be sent to them. 

Under new State laws, no tax- 
payer will pay 100 per cent of his 
tax bill. Either he will pay 99% 
per cent of it, before Nov. or 
9914 per cent of it, in November, or 
99% per cent of it in December; or, 
after Jan. 1, 1934, he will pay 101 
per cent, with further penalties 
added after January. The State 
laws, enacted by the Legislature, 
grant a discount of % of 1 per cent 
on bills paid in Oetober, % of 1 
per cent for payment before Dec. 
1, and &% of 1 per cent for payment 
in December. 

Discounts, under the law, apply 
to the city and school portion of 
tax bills, but do not apply to State 
taxes. 

The bills now being sent by the 
Collector, and payable now at the 
discount stated, are based on the 
1932 assessment, the total of which, 


Jexclusive of utility assessments 


made by the State Board of Equali- 
zation, is for a valuation of $997,- 
178,020, and calls for payment of 
taxes amounting to $27,309,083.65.

APPEAL 10 SUPREME COURT

PICKETS DISPERSED BY: GAS 


Police Clear Way for Ford Workers 
at Chester, Pa. 

CHESTER, Pa., Oct. 19. — En- 
forcing an order which permits 
only half a dozen pickets near the 
gates of the plant, police used tear 
gas last night to disperse 300 strik- 
ers and sympathizers at the Ches- 
ter assembly factory of the Ford 
Motor Co. The pickets were dis- 
persed as the workers were leaving 
the buildings in automobiles. Po- 
lice said they swept up nails placed 
on the streets. The plant reopened 
four days ago. The strikers demand 
higher wages and recognition of 
their union. 


Virtual Turning Over of 
Management to Labor 
Leaders. 


Fifty-eight St. Louis laundries and 
linen service concerns joined to 
day in stating it is their intention 
to remain closed until the efforts 
of union labor to organize the in- 
dustry cease. The laundrymen 
state their case in an advertise- 
ment appearing in the daily news- 
papers, asserting they will fight the 
union movement “to the limit.” 

Discussing the strike of union 
drivers at eight laundries, the ad- 
vertisement states employers were 
faced with but two alternatives: 
“To accede to unreasonable labor 
demands under which the industry 
could not exist, or to shut down.” 

“In order to safeguard its very ex- 
istence and to protect its employes 
and customers from violence, the 
laundry industry is forced to 
choose the latter course,” the state- 
ment continues. The demand of 
the drivers for recognition implies, 
the advertisement asserts, “virtual 
transfer of laundry management 


~from owners to professional labor 


leaders.” 
Decline in Business. 

Stating that 70 per cent of op- 
erating costs are represented by 
wages, the laundrymen say their 
industry has suffered a 60 to 65 
per cent loss in revenue during the 
last four years. “Wages have not 
been reduced in proportion to the 
steady decline in business, and 
many laundry workers today are 
receiving higher wages than the 
minimum prescribed by the NRA 
substitute code for this industry,” 
the advertisement explains. 
Daniel Murphy, local representa- 
tive of the Teamsters’ International 
Union, who called the strike of 
drivers, described the laundrymen’s 
statement as “an effort to throw a 
scare into the public.” 
“The laundry owners have a 
strong organization of their own, 
but they don’t want their employes 
to have the same benefits,” Murphy 
said. “Their statement that a 
closed shop would place the man- 
agement of the business in the 
hands of union leaders is the bunk. 
Nothing of the kind has been im- 
plied, or could possibly happen, and 
that statement is merely a poor ar- 
gument by a group of die-hard anti- 
unionists. 
“In any agreement they would 
sign with us the owners would have 
the full privilege of hiring anyone 
hey wanted, and the employe would 
subsequently become a union mem- 
ber. This lockout is just another 
way of discharging employes for or- 
ganizing, and amounts to a viola- 
tion of the NRA.” 
Murphy said the laundry drivers 
were organized “practically 100 per 
cent,” with 500 members. Seventeen 
laundries had signed an agreement 
to pay their drivers $25 a week and 
a 10 per cent commission on busi- 
ness over $150 weekly for each 
route, Murphy said. 
Alfred H. Schwoerer, business 
agent for the newly organized 
union of inside laundry workers, 
told a reporter that, although no 
demands had been made by this 
union, it would support the drivers. 
Zchwoerer claims a membership of 
2500 among 4500 laundry workers 
in St. Louis.

Murderer, Was to Have

The death sentence of Amos Car- 
roll, 48-year-old Negro, was .com- 


muted to life imprisonment by Gov. 
Park today, 18 hours before the 
hour set for Carroll’s execution. He 
was to have been hanged for mur- 
der tomorrow morning at 6 o'clock 
at the City Jail. 

Before acting, the Governor 
talked over the telephone with As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney John L. 
Sullivan, who prosecuted Carroll, 
and ascertained that the Circuit 
Attorney’s office had no objection 
to leniency. 


Sullivan told Gov. Park, in an-/ 


swer to questions, that before the 
trial the State had suggested to 
Carroll’s lawyers that it would not 
seek the extreme penalty if he 
would plead guilty. The attorneys, 
however, did not present that pro- 
posal to the defendant, Sullivan 
said. 

The death watch was removed 
from Carroll’s cell shortly before 
noon when Sheriff Madden, who 
was in Jefferson City, telephoned 
instructions to his deputies. Car- 
roll had been confident that he 
would be reprieved. 

When the news was brought to 
him, Carroll’s face lit up with an 
expansive grin and he shouted: 
“Am I happy? You bet! I knew 
the good Lord wouldn’t let me 
die!” 

He was convicted three years ago 
of shooting to death Roy Clark, 
another Negro, after a dispute at 
Clark’s home over $10 which he 
said Clark owed him. Carroll 
pleaded self-defense. 

Wasted by illness during his long 
incarceration, Carroll now weighs 
133 pounds. He weighed more 
than 200 when convicted.

TWO BOYS KILLED 
BY ALTON 


Unidentified Pair Walking 
on Tracks Hit by Engine 
_ Just After Another String 
of Cars Passes. 


Two youths walking toward St.

It 
was through the card that Grace 
was identified by relatives. 

The bodies were taken after the 
accident to Granite City, to the un- 
dertaking establishment of Deputy 
Coroner Ferd Pieper. 

Grace’s father, Herbert Grace, 
told the Post-Dispatch that his son 
went to Chicago last Sunday night 
with a friend who drives a truck, to 
seek work. He said he did not 
know the other boy. Albert is sur- 
vived, in addition to his father, by 
his mother, Mrs. Julia Grace, 3627 
North Eleventh street, and a sister, 
Beatrice, 13. He attended the Web- 
ster School until two years ago.

Stanley Clarke, formérly presi-

His testimony was given at a hear- 
ing on an application by Receiver 
Henry W. Kiel of the Public Ser- 
vice Co. for instruction from the 
Court as to whether. he should in- 
stitute suit to recover bonds depos- 
ited as collateral for the loan and 
to recover $500,347 balances in the 
company’s bank accounts appropri- 
ated by the banks toward payment 
of the loan. 

After attorneys for the receives 
had presented evidence as the mak- 
ing of the $10,000,000 loan, showing 
that the original collateral of $15,- 
000,000 of United Railways first 
mortgage bonds was supplemented 
by deposit of $1,626,000 additiona: 
United Railways bonds, Clarke was 
called to the stand by attorneys for 
participating banks. 

Puts Up $500,000 More. 

The first increase in the collat- 
eral was a block of $500,000 United 
Railways bonds deposited when the 
loan was renewed Oct. 1, 1930, 
Clarke said. He was asked if the 
banks demanded more collateral.

Data introduced by the 
receiver showed the bonds went 
down from 85 in 1928 to 20 to 1933. 
The loan agreement authorized the 
banks to call for more collateral in 
case of decline in price of the bonds, 
Clarke testiifed. 


Banks In on Loan. 


The $10,000,000 loan was negoti- 
ated by the Public Service Co., in 
connection with its purchase of the 
old United Railways properties 
from a Federal receiver in 1927. 
The manager of the loan was the 
First National Bank in St. Louis. 
Other St. Louis banks participating 
were the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank and Trust Co., the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and the Lafayette 
South Side Bank and Trust Co. 
New York banks participating in 
the loan were the Chase National, 
National City, Central Hanover 
Bank and Trust Co. and Chemical 
Bank and Trust Co. The Fidelity- 
Philadelphia Co., of Philadelphia, 
also was a participant. 

An intervening petition filed in 
the receivership case by Abraham 
Slupsky, a holder of United Rail 
ways bonds, has questioned the va- 
lidity of the deposit of United Rail- 
ways bonds by the Public Service 
Co., as collateral.

3:40 a. m. today convicting Harry 
Shelby, 44 years old, and his 
nephew, John Allen, 26, and fixing 
the death penalty for both in the 
robbery torture murder of Mrs. 

The verdict was 
voted on the first ballot after four 
hours of deliberation. 

At the trial Miss Anna Schrader, 
46, and Bernard Weldam, daughter 
and brother of the slain woman, 
identified Shelby and Allen as two 
of the men who beat and otherwise 
mistreated the aged woman and 
themselves at their farm home near 
here last August. 

Four state policemen, with riot 
guns, court officials and newspaper. 
men were in the court when the 
verdict was returned. 

Shelby laughed when he heard 
the verdict. 

First Death Verdict in County. 

This was the first verdict carry- 
ing capital punishment ever re- 
turned in Jasper County. 

The case was given to the jury at 
11:02 o’clock last night. 

In his closing argument, State’s 
Attorney Homer Kasserman of 
Jasper County described the crime 
as “the most terrible I can think 
of,” and stressed the State demand 
for the death penalty. 

Defense. attorneys argued that 


,was “mostly circumstantial,” 


the case against Shelby and Allen 
and 
that there was “reasonable doubt” 
as to their guilt. 

The State rested its case late yes- 
terday, and defense attorneys, after 
a conference, decided to present 
no witnesses. 

J. Stanley Bradbury, State’s At- 
torney of Crawford County, gave 
out a purported confession by 
Shelby. The confession was barred 
by Judge Thomas Jett as to. Shelby, 
but was admitted as evidence 
against Allen.

PUBLIG WORKS FUNDS 


$1,000,000 Granted to Spring- 
field for Sewers—Year’s 
Work for 540 Men. 


By the Associated Fress. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19. — The 
Public Works Administration yes- 
terday alloted $10,119,514 for 67 non- 
Federal construction projects in 23 
states, which officials said would 
provide 58,317 man-months of quick 
employment. 

Springfield, Mo., received $1,000, 
000 for sanitary sewers, storm sew- 
ers, channels, and two disposal 
plants. Thirty per cent is an out- 
right grant and the balance is u 
loan secured by 4 per cent obliga- 
tion bonds. Work is to start in one 
month and will employ 540 men for 
one year. 

Kansas City, Mo., received an out- 
right grant of $1,135,000 to aid in 
the contruction of a municipal 
auditorium. It is estimated work 
will be furnished 595 men for 18 
months. 

Bethany, Mo., received $135,000 
for sewage disposal plant and 
mains. Work is to be provided 60 
men for 10 months. 

Saline County, Missouri was 
granted $12,000 to build a jail and 
Sheriff's residence at Marshall, pro- 
viding 40 men with work for three 
months. 

Butler, Mo., was granted $41,000 
for sewage disposal) plant and line 
extensions, giving work to 45 men 
for six months. 

Illinois was granted $4000 to aid 
in constructing a sewer connection 
from the State Training School for 
Girls to a sewage treatment plant 
at Geneva. No loan was requested. 
The allotment represents 30 per 
cent of the cost of labor and ma- 
terial on a project costing $14,510, 
the balance to be furnished by the 
State. The work can start in one 
month and is expected to employ 
40 men for 60 days. 


RECOVERY PLAN LEADERS FAIL 
OT AGREE ON RETAIL CODE 


Roosevelt Listens to Discussions on 
Provision for Minimum 
mg Price. ° 
By the Associated®=Fress. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Mem- 
bers of the recovery units discussed 
the retail code for four hours yes- 
terday, but at the end they appar- 
ently were not near an agreement. 

Hugh S. Johnson, Recovery Ad- 
ministrator, said a decision could 
not be reached “for a couple of 
days.” 

President Roosevelt sat in dur- 
ing part of the discussion. 

The discussion was over the pro- 
vision, backed by Johnson, that re- 
tailers be prohibited from selling at 
less than wholesale invoice cost 
plus 10 per cent for labor costs. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and George N. Peek, Farm Admin- 
istrator, contended this would re- 
duce the buying power of farmers 
consumers generally. They 
handle the wholesale and retail 
grocery codes and struck out a cost- 
plus provision from those codes. 

At the conference were Secretary 
of Labor Perkins, Wallace, John- 
son, Peek, Harry L. Hopkins, Relief 
Administrator; Walter C. Teagle, 
chairman of the NRA Industrial 
Advisory Board and president of 
the Standard Oil Co. of New Jer- 
sey; Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, 
chairman of the NRA Consum- 
ers’ Advisory Board; Donald R. 
Richberg, general counsel of the 
NRA, and William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

Should the cost-plus idea fail to 
receive White House approval, 
Johnson said an agreement had 
had been reached to fix invoice cost 
as a minimum and then appoint a 
board to study the question. 


$20,000 VERDICT FOR-INJURY 
IN HEATING PLANT EXPLOSION 


In Previous Trial of Case Miss 
Helen Bloecher Was Awarded 
$35,000. 

A verdict for $20,000 was returned 
by a jury in Circuit Judge Baron’s 
court yesterday in favor of Miss 
Helen Bloecher, 631 Loughborough 
avenue, against the estate of Wil- 
liam Duerbeck on account of in- 
juries suffered by the explosion of 
a hot-water heating plant in prop- 
erty owned by the estate at 3521 
Delor street. 

The accident occurred Dec. 12, 
1929, when Miss Bloecher was visit- 
ing her sister, Mrs. Sam Vitalie, a 
tenant of the Duerbeck property. 
The defense denied there was any 
defect in the system which caused 
the explosion, and asserted that the 
explosion originated in the firebox 
and was not internal, as attorneys 
for plaintiff alleged. .

LIFTING’ SOVIET NOTES 


Says He Confused Ella Winters’ 
Words With Own in 
Writing of Russia. 


— — 


By ths Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19. — Former 
United States Senator Henry J. 
Allen of Kansas returned from Eu- 
rope today and answered an accu- 
sation of plagiarism with frank ad- 
mission that he had taken some 
notes for a series of articles on 
Russia from a book by Ella Win- 
ters, the wife of Lincoln Steffens. 

The incident 1s the second of its 
kind, paralleling closely the accu- 
sation which was leveled against 


Theodore Dreiser by Dorothy 
Thompson, the wife of Sinclair 
Lewis. 


After giving out an interview in 
which he said Russia feared a war 
with Japan, and that such a war 
would involve France on the side 
of Russia and Germany on the 
side of Japan, Senator Allen retired 
to his stateroom on the Italian 
liner Vulcania and prepared the 
following statement: 

“Tf I had desired to crib from 
Miss Winter’s book I am sure I 
could have taken something more 
important and worthwhile than the 
comparatively few words of routine 
descriptive material under com- 
ment.

“I traveled through Russia for 
seven weeks, and every day I made 
extensive notes, filling a half dozen 
note books with every sort of ger- 
mane material. 

“Every night I added to this by 
reading everything I could to check 
my own observations. 

“At the end of seven weeks my 
note books were filled by vast mis- 
oellany of what I had seen, heard 
and read. 

“T read Miss Winter’s chapter on 
the Soviet courts. 

“T made notes of parts that co- 
incided with what IT had seen. When 
seven weeks later I wrote the ar- 
ticle apparently I confused some of 
her material with my own notes. 

“This was careless blundering 
due somewhat to the fact that I 
was working hurriedly, writing 
three articles a day against time.”

PROCESSING TAX TO RAISE 
PORK CHOPS 4 CENTS A POUND 


Consumer to Pay Up to 6 Cents 
More for Ham After 
Feb. 1. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—A defi- 
nite idea of the cost of pork prod- 
ucts to consumers as a result of the 
processing taxes on hogs was given 
today with establishment of con- 
version factors by Secretary Wal- 
lace. 
These factors apply in the collec- 


jtion of floor taxes on stocks held 


by processors and wholesalers when 
the processing tax on live hogs goes 
into effect on Nov. 5 at the rate of 
50 cents a hundredweight, or one- 
fourth of the rate of the tax from 
Feb. 1 on. The tax will be $2 a 
hundred from Feb. 1 until Nov. 5, 

1935. 

The conversion factors represent 
the percentage of the initial tax of 
50 cents to be collected from pro- 
cessors and wholesalers. They range 
according to the value of products, 
with more than 100 listed. 

The highest will be for boneless 
ham, cooked, dried and canned. For 
this product the conversion factor 
is 1.7 cents a pound. 

This means that on products later 
manufactured from hogs after the 
processing tax reaches $2 a hun- 
dredweight, the increased cost of 
boness ham to the consumer will be 
6.8 cents a pound. 

On pork chops, if the tax is passed 
on directly to the consumer after 
the processing tax reaches $2, the 
additional cost will be 4.32 cents a 
pound. . 

On cuts from which bacon is pro- 
duced the added cost will be slight- 
ly less than 4 cents to the consumer. 


HELD FOR KILLING DRY AGENT 


Fugitive for Three Years Arrested 


at Elizabeth, N. J. 
By the Associated Press. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Oct. 19. — 
Nicholas Delmore, a fugitive for 
more than three years, who is un- 
der indictment for the killing of 
John G. Finiello, a Federal prohibi- 
tion agent, was arrested today by 
Union County detectives at his 
home in New Providence. Delmore, 
a former roadhouse keeper at Berk- 
eley Heights, was taken by surprise. 

Detectives were armed with a 
warrant charging Delmore with 
murder, in connection with the 
killing of Finiello during a raid on 
the Rising Sun brewery in Eliza- 
beth, Sept. 19, 1930. Delmore told 
the officers he had been in New 
York City “off and on” during the 
time a nation-wide search was be- 
ing made for him. Finiello, 40-year- 
old agent from Philadelphia, was 
one of a squad of six Federal offi- 
cers who took part in the brewery 
raid. Using Robert Young, the 
leader of the raiding party, as a 
shield, 11 gunmen halted the raid 
itself and then shot their way to 
a successful escape. Three bullets 
fired from two pistols in the hands 
of one gunman killed Finiello.

“When I recovered from my sur- 
prise,” Wells writes, “I replied, 
‘Admiral, if that is your plan, I

“He stepped aside, and someone 
touched me on the arm. I looked 
around, and a stranger, in a stage 
whisper, said, ‘You are right, Mr. 
Mayor; stick to it.’ { said nothing 
more, and a few minutes later the 
Admiral approached me and said, 
‘Well, Mr. Mayor, whatever your 
plans are is all right.’ "” 
The Mayor and Prince Henry 
rode in the first carriage, which 
was Adolphus Busch’s landau, 
drawn by four horses. The stranger 
who had indorsed the Mayor’s 
stand as to precedence proved to 
be Dr. David Jayne Hill, Assistant 
Secretary of State and later Am- 
bassador to Berlin. 

Battle of Camp Jackson. 
The former Mayor, who is 77 
years old, begins his life narrative 
with the Battle of Camp Jackson, 
the dust and confusion of which he 
viewed from his gratdfather’s one- 
horse surrey, at Olive street and 
Garrison avenue. 
In early boyhood, he found a $10 
Confederate bill, and supposing it 
to be good money, showed it to his 
father, Erastus Wells, who was 
president of a downtown bank. By 
his instruction, a clerk in the bank 
accepted young Rolla’s deposit at 
its face value, and issued him a 
passbook with a credit of $10. “This 
transaction,” he says, “was the in- 
centive for me to learn to write, 
which I laboriously did, by writing 
checks for $1 each until the credit 
was exhausted. The proceeds of 
the first check I spent for a toy 
fiddle.” 
A period on an Indian Territory 
cattle ranch and a venture in New 
Mexico gold mining are described. 
At the age of 22, after his course in 
Princeton University, Wells took 
the superintendency of the Missouri 
Railroad, the Olive and Market 
street horse car lines, of which his 
father was president. The Mis- 
souri was one of 10 independent 
street car lines, all of which were 
affected by the conductors’ and 
drivers’ strike of April, 1881. In 
that strike, young Wells drove 4 
car when no employe would under- 
take the job. This was brought up 
against him when he ran for Mayor 
20 years later. | 
Wells was president of the St. 
Louis Fair Association for three 
years, beginning in 1891. Later, as 
Mayor, he was instrumental in 
bringing about the acquisition of 
the Fair Grounds tract as a public 
park, now Fairground Park. He 
tells of this transaction, out of its 
chronological order, in this part of 
the book. 
The House of Delegates delayed 
passage of the purchase ordinance. 
until the owners decided to sub- 
divide the Fair Grounds and sell it 
for building lots. Mayor Wells 
pronounced his determination that 
the city should not lose the oppor- 
tunity to acquire this park prop- 
erty, saying that future genera- 
tions would damn him if it were 
not done. He worked on the own- 
ers, through their lawyers and bank- 
ing representatives, to delay the 
subdivision plans. This was done, 
and the purchase ordinance, fixing 
a price of $700,000 in 14 $50,000 in- 
stallments, was finally passed.

Bryan’s nomination in 1896. Wells 
was a leader in the Democratic 
Sound Money Club, which support- 
ed the Paimer-Buckner ticket, and 
took part in the anti-Bryan sound 
money parade.

There- 
fore, as soon as possible, I disposed 
of my investment, receiving ap- 
proximately the peak terms, as the 
price of the stock afterward de- 
clined, and it might be said that 
virtue sometimes is more than its 
own reward.” However, he says, 
the sale of his holdings in the 
American Steel Foundry Co. caused 
loss to himself and his associates. 

Jim Cronin’s Poetic Specch. 

“New St. Louis” was the slogan 
of the Wells administration, and 
was the theme of a banquet which, 
soon after taking office, the Mayor 
gave to members of the City Coun- 
cil and House of Delegates, at the 
St. Louis Club on Lindell boule- 
vard. The members of the House, 
after some discussicn, decided to 
wear full evening dress, and the 
biggest shirt front among them 
was that of the portly Speaker of 
the House, Jim Cronin, proprietor 
of a saloon opposite City Hall. 

Cronin was fourth on a program 
of speakers, which included former 
Mayor Walbridge, former Gov. 
Francis, William Marion Reedy, 
Fred W. Lehmann and Charles 
Nagel. 

Much to the surprise of all pres- 
ent, Wells recounts, Cronin made 
the most polished and poetic speech 
of the evening. Beginning with the 
announcement that “I ain’t had time 
to mem’rize my speech and you'll 
indulge me in readin’ it,” the 
speaker produced a manuscript, 
which, it was learned later, a Cir- 
cuit Judge had prepared for him. 
“The speech was a marvel,” Wells 
says. It began with an allusion to 
the classic myths of Venus and 
Minerva and paid tribute to the 
genius of Jefferson, “who annexed 
to the Republic this imperial do- 
main.” It pictured the St. Louis 
of the future as “putting on the 
habiliments of health and hope, ex- 
hibiting herself to the world re— 
splendent in form and feature, with 
her every artery of , commerce 
pulsing under the action and re- 
action of healthy trade” The new 
House of Delegates, Speaker Jim 
said, would not “falter in the path 
of duty,” would “let the dead past 
bury its dead,” and “with an eye 
single to the overshadowing public 
need, “would strive for “a record 
impervious to attack.” 


Guests Yell and Roar. 


In delivery of this masterpiece, 
Wells says, “Commas, periods, semi- 
colons and interrogation points all 
looked alike to Mr. Speaker Jim. 
He never took his eyes from the 
paper, which he read with as much 
expression as a bailiff reading a 
warrant. He stumbled several 
times on words, but managed to get 
in half-articulate vowels and con- 
sonants to bridge the gap. And the 
guests yelled and roared. Lehmann 
and Reedy doubled up and roared 
—when they could get their breath.

Delegates. With grim determina- 
tion, in the face of this, he man- 
aged to finish, but at the close he 
leaned forward, and shaking his 
fist at’ his tormentors, told them in 
forceful language, to which most 
of them were accustomed, that if 
they thought they could read the 
paper better than he had done, why, 
d——— them, let them come up to 
the table and do it. This brought 
down the house, and when Jim sat 
down, there was no question as to 
the success of the banquet. Shortly 
afterward, Mr. Cronin and a num- 
ber of his admiring henchmen 
sought the highball emporium 
downstairs. ‘Well, I got a better 
start than those other guys, any- 
way, said Speaker Jim.” 

Wells believes this uproarious in- 
cident had the effect of promoting 
the New St. Louis movement more 
effectively than anything else con- 
nected with the banquet. 

Garbage Disposal Problem. 

“Boss Rule” and “Chesley Island” 
are chapters relating to the hand- 
ling of the garbage disposal prob- 
lem by the Wells administration. 
The boss who held garbage collec- 
tion and _ reduction contracts, 
though not named in the book, was 
“Col.” Edward Butler. A Butler- 
controlled combine in the House 
would delay the letting of garbage 
contracts until so short a time re- 
mained that there was nothing to 
do but let it to Butler at his own 
price. 

Mayor Wells, unable to break up

.| the mouth of the Meramec, and had 


the garbage hauled there by city 
barges. It was fed to hogs, and 
“boss rule in the City Hall was 
ended.” Under the administration 
of Mayor Kreismann, Wells’ Repub- 
tican successor, the city bought the 
island from Wells for the purchase 
price, interest and carrying charges, 
$7000 in all. The incident, Wells 
says, is “a vital example of the cost 
of business administration for the 
people.” 

The efforts of the Wells admin- 
istration for establishment of a 
municipal electric lighting plant, 
for lighting public buildings, is de- 
scribed. The net result was a re- 
duction in the contract price of 
lighting. 

Clarification of city water, which 
up to 1903 “looked like a liquefied 
pall,” is described. As in a previous 
booklet which he wrote on this sub- 
ject, former Mayor Wells holds this 
to have been an achievement of his 
administration, for which no one 
person can claim credit. He names 
Ben C. Adkins, Water Commission- 
er, and his assistant, Edward E. 
Wall, now Director of Public Utili- 
ties, as having directed and super- 
vised the series of experiments 
which led to success. * 
Development of smal! parks and 
playgrounds and public baths is re- 
lated. The transit policy of the 
Wells administration, looking to- 
ward a subway and toward acquisi- 
tion of Eads Bridge and its tunnel, 
is declared to have been frustrated 
by “the Free Bridge pandemonium 
and folly.” 

“Free Bridge Folly.” 

“A Costly Folly—the Free Bridge” 
and “No Bridge, No Bonds,” the lat- 
ter a slogan of bridge advocates, 
are the headings of chapters in 
which Wells gives his strongly ad- 
verse view of the bridge enterprise. 
“Perhaps,” he says, “I should ex- 
press admiration of the delusive 
ingeniousness of the bridge promot- 
ers, in persuading the voters that a 
railroad bridge could be ‘free’ ana 
eradicate traffic hindrances and 
costs which already had been eradi- 
cated, and that they were patriotic 
civic warriors, encountering in a 
death struggle the community’s 
cruelest oppressors. But I cannot 
bring myself to respect them, for 
whatever credit they might be en- 
titled to as conjurors is offset by 
the obnoxious tactics and the bale- 
ful consequences of their cam- 
ign.” 

Wells tells of refusing, in 1909, 
a request of the Democratic City 
Committee that he run for a third 
term as Mayor. The testimonial 
dinner given to him at the Southern 
Hotel April 14, 1909, is shown in 
a 64-page reproduction of the pro- 
gram, text of speeches and auto- 
graphs of all present.

RAILROADS DEFY 
WHAT EMBARGO 
IN NORTH DAKOTA 


Move Grain From State In- 
to Minnesota—Adjutant- 


General to Call Out Na- 
tional Guard. 


By the Associated Press. 
BISMARCK, N. D., Oct. 19.— 


Railroads in North Dakota today 
defied Gov. William Langer’s wheat 
embargo order, and the Adjutant- 
General’s office: made plans to use 
National Guardsmen to prevent the 
carriers from shipping wheat from 
the State. 

In the absence of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Earle Sarles, Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General Herman A. Brocopp 


said National Guardsmen would be 
mobilized to enforce the Governor’s 
orders. 

Reports that the railroads were 
accepting wheat for shipment from 
the State and that grain was cross- 
ing State lines drew from Brocopp 
the comment that as soon as it was 
officially known the embargo order 
had been violated, National Guard 
companies would be sent to the 
scene. 

Gov. Langer said he had no in- 
tention of revoking his embargo 
proclamation and that it would 
continue in effect indefinitely un- 
less the courts invalidated it. 

The National Guard has 1000 men 
in various parts of the State. Sarles 
said enough guardsmen could be 
mobilized in 12 hours to “cover 
every railroad bridge and highway 
between North Dakota and Minne- 
sota.” 

Wheat Moved Out of State. 

Railroad men said wheat has 
moved into Minnesota near Fargo 
since the proclamation became ef- 
fective at 12:01 a. m. today. Wheat 
moved from North Dakota to the 
terminal across the river at Dil- 
worth, Minn. 


Counsel for four railroads oper- 
ating in North Dakota at a con- 
ference in St. Paul, Minn., decided 
wheat offercd for shipment would 
be carried by them and that the 
roads would “abide by the laws of 
Congress.” 


“It has been the law of the land,” 
said the railroad statement, “from 
the time of the founding of our 
nation, that a state has no power 
to place an embargo.on the export 
of articles produced within the 
state.” 

Position of Railways. 


The statement for the railways 
was approved by counsel for — the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Soo Line and Chicagyu, Milwaukee 
St. Paul & Pacific. 

“Interstate railroad companies 
are compelled by the express terms 
of the Interstate Commerce act,” 


the statement said, “to provide and. 


furnish transportation in _ inter- 
state commerce. 

“If, notwithstanding, the Gover- 
nor’s proclamation, wheat is ten- 
dered to the railroad with instruc- 
tions for interstate shipment, the 
railroads will be faced with the 
necessity of deciding whether to 
obey the Governor’s proclamation 


or the laws of the United States.” 


“The attorneys for the railroads 
operating in North Dakota have 
united in advising their companies 
that if wheat is tendered to them 
in North Dakota for shipment to 
points outside the State, the rail- 
roads will have no alternative but 
to abide by the laws of Congress.” 


Rail Agents Instructed. 


Agents of the roads have been 
instructed to accept wheat for 
Shipment subject to any delays re- 
sulting from the Chief Executive's 
order. 

Whether ‘the carriers would 
contest the embargo by court 
action was not considered, con- 
ferees said, explaining the next 
step, if any, would be decided after 
enforcement of the embargo had 
begun. 

“If the shippers comply with the 
Governor’s proclamation and do 
not tender any wheat for shipment, 
the railroads will not become _in- 
volved in the matter,” the state- 
ment said. 

The Governor said he issued the 
embargo order under an act passed 
this year, authorizing him to stop 
the shipment of wheat from the 
State when the price fell below the 
cost of production. 
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HITLER DENIES 
GERMANY MAKES 


German Chancellor in In- 
terview Re-Emphasizes 
Desire for Understanding 
With France. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 19.—The German 
Government officially notified the 
League of Nations General Secre- 
tary today of its withdrawal from 
the League. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, Oct. 19.—Chancellor 
Hitler, in an interview today with 
a British newspaper man, denied 
Germany was preparing for war 
and re-emphasized a desire to come 
to an understanding with France: 

He also denied Germany desired 
to forcibly regain the Pomorze 
(Polish corridor) and the colonies 
and sidestepped the monarchist is- 
sue. 

“The present German Govern- 
ment,” the Chancellor said, “works 
neither for a monarchy nor for a 
republic, but exclusively for the 
German people. 

“Wherever we look we see noth- 
ing but privation, misery, unem- 
ployment, decay and destruction. 

“It is untrue,” said Hitler, “that 
we are educating the German peo- 
ple to a real and deep estrange- 
ment from France. We want no 
enmity, but an understanding with 
France, which, however, must be 
on a basis acceptable to honor- 
loving people.” 

Concerning war, Hitler said: 

“The claim uttered abroad that 
the German people are preparing 
enthusiastically for war is a mis- 
understanding, inconceivable to us, 
of the meaning of the German révo- 
lution, 

“We leaders of the Nazi move- 
ment served almost without excep- 
tion in the trenches. I would like 
to see the trench soldier who pre- 
pares enthusiastically for a new 
war. 

“We are training our youth pri- 
marily for a fight against the dan- 
ger of communism. Our youth in 
the labor camps and the storm 
troop formations are not being 
equipped with military knowledge 
which they might feel inspired 
some time to use. 

“As to the allegation that the 
German Government in Sweden, 
Holland and elsewhere has acquired 
munition factories, these views are 
ridiculous. 

“Where are those factories? Nei- 
ther in Sweden nor in Holland are 
the Nazis in charge of the Govern- 
ment. 

“And are we to bring the muni- 
tions manufactured there by night 
and by airplane to Germany, or 
would France offer letters of safe 
conduct to our ships? 

“All that is too ridiculous 
words.” 

While characterizing the peace 
conference’s decision concerning 
the Pomorze as calculated to pro- 
duce eternal enmity between Ger- 
many and Poland, Hitler emphat-

“AIR RAID DEFENSE” 
IN GERMAN INCOME 
TAX EXEMPTIONS 


All Money Spent by Firms for | 
Protection Deductible © 
From Returns.

BERLIN, Oct. 19.—An unusual 
decree by Finance Minister von 
Schwerin Krosigk provides that all 
money expended by private individ- 
uals or firms for advancing Ger- 
many’s protections from air attacks 
can be deducted 100 per cent from 
the income in making income and 
corporation tax returns. 

“By the treaty of Versailles,” the 
decree reads, “Germany was for- 
bidden to maintain militry planes 
and hence we were denied the most 
effective weapon against air at- 
tacks. All the greater importance 
attaches to civil air protections 
measures calculated tod insure the 
population against danger of at- 
tacks from the air. In the interests 
of the population, as well as the na- 
tional defense, such measures must 
be most widely encouraged, also by 
tax .reduction.” 

The defense decree observes that 
air protection primarily concerns 
industrial undertakings, businesses 
with a large number of employes 
and house owners—all of whom 
should take measures of protecting 
their employes, plants, houses and 
inmates. 

Measures suggested include the 
building of bomb-proof cellars, ac- 
quiring gas masks, installing alarm 
arrangements and drilling squads 
in the use of defensive instruments. 

Even for’ substituting concrete 
floors for wooden and strengthen- 
ing foundations by girders, the tax 
reductions will be granted.

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PETER AUGUSTUS JAY DIES 


Member of U. S. Diplomatic Service 
for 25 Years.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Peter 
Augustus Jay, descendant of John 
Jay, first Chief Justice of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, and for 
25 years a member of the United 
States Diplomatic Corps, died at 


his home here yesterday. He was 
born Aug. 22, 1877, the son ~° of 
a diplomat, Augustus Jay. 
Graduated from Harvard and 
Eton, Mr. Jay entered the foreign 
service as third secretary at the 
Paris Embassy in 1902. He served 
there, and at the Paris Legation 
until 1906, when he became secre- 
tary of the Embassy. A year later 
he became secretary at the Em- 
bassy in Constantinople, then was 
transferred to Tokio. Four years 
later he became diplomatic agent 
and Consul-General at Cairo, 
Egypt. In 1920 he was named Min- 
ister to El Salvador and _  trans- 
ferred in 1921 to Rumania.

Italy Disinclined to Accept French 
View on Germany.

ROME, Oct. 19.—Informal con- 

versations have been started tenta- 
tively among signateries of the 
four-Power European peace pact 
on the practicability of invoking 
the treaty to solve the disarma- 
ment question. 
The belief entertained by the 
French Foreign Affairs Commission 
that Germany had -‘vitiated the 
agreement by withdrawing from 
the disarmament conference -and 
the League of Nations is considered 
invalid in high circles here. 

Reports from France, printed in 
Italian newspapers, said Germany 
had violated article three of the 
four-Power accord which bound the 
signatories to work for the success 
of the arms conference and also by 


that the Reich had violated the 
spirit of the pact, which says the 
‘four nations should work within 
the scope of the League. These 
arguments were characterized here 
as more legalistic than solid. 
Virginio Cayda in an editorial in 
the Giornale D’Italia today declared 
that “the necessity to withhold 
judgment on the German action is 
apparent until] a more mature time.” 

“European Powers,” he wrote, 
“were surprised at the German 
withdrawal, but do not know yet 
what concrete and practical plans 
Germany is ready to offer for Eu- 
ropean collaboration, 
with disarmament. The situation 
cannot yet be defined, but is in no 
sense alarming.” 


France Seeks Arms Treaty Before 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Oct. 19.—France is show- 


ing a determination to watch arma- 
ments more closely than ever in 
the face of Chancellor Hitler’s ac- 
tivities in Germany. 

Premier Edouard Daladier fa- 
vors the control of the sale and 
manufacture’-of arms, but the 
Chamber of Deputies Committee 
on Finance has sought to go even 
further. It insisted on complete 
nationalization of the industry by 
a vote of 20 to 16 on an amend- 
ment presented by the Socialist 
leader, Leon Blum. However, the 
Premier was so insistent that a 
change was impossible at the pres- 
ent time that the committee re- 
versed the vote and returned to the 
control idea, 16 to 12. 

The issue is deemed likely to 
produce a hot debate in the Cham- 
ber, as the Socialists strongly favor 
a state monopoly. 

The Government is continuing its 
efforts to obtain the completion of 
a disarmament convention at Gen- 
eva.

STRKE LEADER TALKS 
TO CATHEDRAL CLUB 


Schneid Says Clothing Firms 
Should Be Deprived of 
Blue Eagle. 


St. Louis clothing manufacturers 
affected by the strike of the Amal- 
gamated Garment Workers’ Union 
should be compelled to give up the 
Blue Eagle insignia of the National 


Recovery Administration, Hyman 
Schneid, union organizer, said yes- 
terday in addressing the Cathedral 
Luncheon Club at Bishop Tuttl 
Memorial. . 
“The employers have violated the 
President’s blanket re-employment 
agreement which they signed by 
refusing to recognize the union as 
the chosen representative of the 
workers for collective bargaining,” 
Schneid asserted. “Some have vio- 
lated the code by discharging em- 
ployes because they joined the 
union. 

“The union has been ready at all 
times to submit the controversy to 
the St. Louis NRA mediation board 
but the employers have refused to 
arbitrate. Numerous letters to em- 
ployers, asking them to meet with 
union officials, were sent for two 
weeks before the strike was ca:led 
Aug. 25. When these letters were 
ignored the strike was called. 
“And, finally, yesterday, the man- 
ufacturers told the National Lahor 
Board of the NRA that they were 
unwilling to appear before it for a 
hearing tomorrow. Can such ac- 
tions entitle them to fly the Blue 
Eagle in competition with other 
manufacturers who comply with 
the letter and spirit of the recovery 
act? Is that fair competition? 
“Eighty-five per cent of the cloth- 
ing manufacturers in this country, 
employing 125,000 persons, have rec- 
ognized the Amalgamated Union 
and have entered into working 
agreements.” 

Describing working conditions in 
the men’s clothing industry at the 
time the strike was called, Schneid 
said workers received from $2.50 to 
$14 for a 72-hour week. He dis- 
played pay checks for amonnts far 
below $12, the minimum provided by 
the President’s blanket code, which 
he said had been given workers in 
payment for a 40-hour week. 
Twenty-five per cent of the 
workers who had dependents were 
on relief rolls while working be— 
cause they were insufficiently paid, 
Schneid stated.

Billikens Slightly Heavier. 


So far as weights go, there is 
about five pounds difference—cer- 
tainly not sufficient to throw, the 
balance of power either way.

As for the Missouri attack, the 
Billikens are expecting end runs 
with Hatfield, rated the best Tiger 
back, as ball carrier, and a fair 
number of passes with Hatfield 
doing most of the heaving. The 
Tigers haven’t shown much of their 
passing attack to scouts who saw 
their first two games for the sim- 
ple reason that they haven't been 
in the proper territory for their 
employment.

Do Not Overvalue Your Trump Suit 

You bid, say, a spade; your part- 
ner responds with two in a lower 
ranking suit. You are now, let us 
assume, reasonably sure of game, 
having a powerful hand with re- 
serve values. Make your next bid 
carefully—not because you may not 
get to game, but because if there is 
a slam, you want to reach it se- 
curely, in the right suit. If your 
trump suit is not exceptionally 
strong, do not force by bidding 
three spades. Make it easy to play 
the hand in three no trumps. For 
this purpose you haveanumber of 
highly invitational bids without 
jumping at all. For instance, two 
no trumps; or three in your part- 
ner’s suit; or, very positively, by 
bidding a second suit if your hold- 
ings permit. When you do 

Take a Positive Stand on the 

Hand’s Future. 

by bidding three spades, be sure 
that your trump suit can stand the 
strain. With seven or more in the 
suit, you need not worry about 
trump support with two face cards 
at the top. With a six-card suit, be 
wary of the jump rebid unless it 
has three honors, though here, too, 
the outside strength of your hand 
is of importance with respect tothe 
likelihood of early and repeated 
forces, Even a six-card trump suit 
cannot stand many forces unless 
your partner has his share of the 
missing trumps. My warning, how- 
ever is chiefly concerned with 
jumping in a five-card suit. Some 
players will boldly jump with a solid 
suit of only five cards—A K Q J x. 
I am very much against doing this 
unless your other holdings are such 
that you will not be forced. You 
need assurance of normal trump 
support—three trumps at least—for 
a five-card suit if there is the like- 
lihood that the enemy will make 
you ruff and reduce yourself to four 
trumps before you can play and 
clear trumps yourself. Rebid a suit 
of this length in minimum terms— 
showing at least five but not neces- 
sarily more—and jump later if your 
partner can raise on your rebid.

are not giving him the right indi- 
cation about the decfsion you need. 
You do not want the hand played 
in three notrumps unless his hand 
is such that he would also bid three 
no trumps over three spades. I 
struggle hard to avoid playing 
hands at three no trumps without 
at least two of my partner's suit.

~ Making

ARAPHRASING the old saw 
about genius being one part in- 
spiration and nine parts perspi- 
ration, we might say that decorat- 
ing is one part information ard nine 
parts imagination. The illustra- 
tions of the two windows on this 
are an excellent case in point: 

The fabric chosen for these hang- 
ings, which were to be used in a 
dressing room, is soft, cream-col- 
ored, embroidered batiste. Pur- 
chased in the dress goods depart- 
tient instead *of the more usual 
drapery section, this material is 
well suited to the room for which 
it was chosen. In addition, the 
edging, also of batiste, and bought 
in the neckwear department, added 
a dainty and distinguishing touch. 
But, in the photograph where the 
curtains are hung straight down at 
either side it is obvious that they 
appear uninteresting and that the 
material is not displayed to the 
best advantage. 

The problem, of course, was to 
add a note of interest, so that the 
curtains would have an individual- 
ity of their own. The first thing 
done was to tie them back so that 
they would have a graceful appear- 
ance. The tie-backs used were of 
plain wood, painted green, with tiny 
French prints pasted in the center 
and surrounded with a band of 
gold paint. Although these were 
bought, they could very easily be 
made at home and the print could 
be selected with the individual 
room in mind. For instance, 
horses’ heads might be used for a 
horseman’s den, while dogs or little 
soldiers would prove attractive for 
a boy’s room. 

Still, the curtains seemed to lack 
something, especially as the wall 
paper in the room was very plain, 
so it was decided to use a valance 
of some sort as the final decoration. 
This valance was very simply made 
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of thin wood. The top board was 
made a trifle longer than the top 
casing of the window and to this 
was nailed a board of the same 
length and six inches deep, the two 
ends being closed with the same 
size board. Thus, when finished, 
the valance simply rested to the top 
of the window and no nails or 
braces were needed, so that the win- 
dow frame was unmarred. 


After the valance was construct- 
ed, it was necessary to make it deco- 
ratively interesting, in some man- 
ner. The valance was painted the 
same cream color as the hangings, 
with three coats of flat wall paint. 
‘Then a role of wall-paper border in 
green, designed to resemble a rib- 
bon tied in bows, was cut out and 
pasted in the center of the board, 
the whole being varnished with 


clear white varnish As a _ final 


touch, the same edging which was 
used on the curtains was tacked to 
the back of the valance board so 
that it hung down over the curtain. 
The completed window treatment 
was dainty and feminine enough to 
give the right touch to a dressing 
room. 

There are, of course, hundreds of 
ways to add interest to curtains for 
every room in the house, with val- 
ances, tie-backs and trimming of 
various sorts. The return of the 
wall-paper border to fashion adds 
a wealth of ideas in valance mak- 
ing, one of the smartest methods 
being to use the border entirely 
around the top of the room, with 
the window valance serving as a 
continuation of the border. In many 
instances, where the border simu- 
lates swag or drapery effects, with 
uneven edges, the valance ooatd is 
cut to follow the pattern. There are, 
too, many other new valance styles 
suited to various types of rooms. A 
mirrored one would prove effective | 
in a modern room while a design 
of gilt stars on wood might add a 
distinguishing touch to a room in 
empire style. Even in the kitchen 
an effective valance might be made 
of the same paper which is used to 
edge the closet shelves. A wreath 
of artificial flowers might be used 
of curtains for a young girl’s room 
while ostrich plumes might be used 
for her mother’s more elaborate 
room. And so on, with unlimited 
possibilities for every room. — 

Tie-backs, too, have come in for 
their share of interest and they un- 
questionably add the final ‘touch to 
a curtain just as a jewel does to 
a smart dress. 
tie-backs designed in the form of 
leaves) and flowers or hands are as 
popular today as they were in the 
Victorian era and can be picked up 
in many antique shops for a song. 
Other ingenious devicés are wood, 


. brass or tin butter or cake molds 


painted to the tones of the room or 
even a matching pair of glass 
beads, used in the. right setting, 
of course. I have even seen a pair 
of old glass door knobs used moat 
effectively in draping ,back  cur- 
tains. 

Finally, there are a wealth of 
silk, wool or wood fringes of vary- 
ing degrees of formality to add the, 
finishing touch to a curtain. And 
so, we come back to our original 
thesis that decorating is mainly a 
matter of ingenuity and the ability 
to divert objects from their orig- 
inal uses.
